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The struggle for power in the National Front leadership is the bitterest 
and sharpest cleavage since the formation of the party in 1966. As the 
in-fighting started to hot up Front President Harrison-Broadley announced 
that he was resigning his position and leaving the NF. This news was 
followed by the announcement that a special Tribunal had been convened 
by Tyndall in mid-September, for the purpose of hearing complaints 
against the party vice-chairman Andrew Fountaine, who had announced 
his intention of running against Tyndall for the Front’s top spot. 

Although Fountaine was not present at the Tribunal he was expelled 
from the Front, which was convenient for Tyndall since Fountaine had 
already sent out his election material and reports indicated that he was 
picking up substantial support. Now of course whatever vote he gets need 
not be disclosed since Tyndall would claim they were not valid. Knowing 
Fountaine however this move may well prove to be just the Peerining ofa 
number of problems for Tyndall. 

In this Searchlight special we devote considerable space to a detailed 
analysis and documentation to the attitudes of the two factions in the 
power struggle. 

Once again we see the barely concealed Nazi ravings of Front Chairman 
John Tyndall being challenged by those who would prefer to keep their 
ideology in a fancy wrapper. In the election material distributed to 
members by Fountaine the following point is made: “‘That dogmatic and 
arbitrary insistance on political attitudes that have failed in other places 
and at other times, and that are largely the cause of our failures today, 
that these be excluded from our councils.” 

The other ingredient that has been added to this bitter feud that was 
not in evidence on previous occasions, is the charge that homosexuality is 
rife in the leadership. Rumours of their alleged activities, particularly with 
young members, are eagerly spread by the pro-Fountaine faction, and 
have become one of their main campaigning points. 

One point of interest concerning the resignation of Harrison-Broadley, 
according to an article in the News of the World 16 September, was the 
claim by Andrew Fountaine that he (Broadley) was now working for the 
Minister of Defence. Precisely in what capacity the former President of an 
extreme racist and fascist party is employed there, is a matter of public 
concern. 


Rugger v Olympics 


The athletic season has ended on a high note after a number of world class 
performances that auger well for Britain’s chances at the 1980 Olympics. 
But it now seems that the determination of the Rugby Union Authorities 
to play a phoney “multi-racial” South Africa touring team will jeopardise 
Britain’s chance of participating, and our world class athletes look like 
they will be sitting on the side-lines unless the tour is cancelled. 

If the Government think they will get away with claiming that they 
have made the gesture of informing the Rugby authorities of their dis- 
pleasure at the Barbarians tour, then they are sadly mistaken. Particularly 
after the French and Irish Governments have intervened to stop the South 
Africans playing in their respective countries. 

After all, the world sporting associations have made abundantly clear 
their opposition to links with South Africa, until such time that Apartheid 
is abolished. Rugby, and all other sports in South Africa, are still organised 
along strictly racial lines, and the selection of some of the best players 
of the separate racial groups to play in a national touring side is mere 
window dressing. 

The complete isolation of South Africa, the only country-in the world 
apart from Nazi Germany to enshrine racism as one of the cornerstones 
of its constitution, is a basic demand not only of world sporting asso- 
ciations but also of many other international bodies, including the United 
Nations and UNESCO. Britain cannot evade its responsibilities and expect 
to get away with it.

Searchlight has received a number 
of documents that reveal the bitter 
intensity of the internal conflict 
now raging in the National Front, 
which seems to centre around the 
struggle for control of NF Properties 
Ltd and Excalibur Club (the NF 
social club) between rival factions. 
One of the immediate consequences 
has been the expulsion. of NF Vice- 
chairman Andrew Fountaine by 
what he describes as a ‘“‘kangaroo 
court tribunal’’, at which he was 
not even present. His expulsion 
follows hard on the heels of the 
resignations of NF President Squad- 
ron-Leader (ret’d) John Harrison- 
, and Wing-Commander 

'4) Peter Lewis Wittam. Foun- 
taine, set to challenge Tyndall for 
the leadership of the Party, and 
already having published his election 
address to the Party membership, 
described the move as the only way 
that Tyndall could guarantee his re- 
election as Party Chairman. 





The present leadership crisis in the 
National Front is but the latest example 
of the in-fighting that has plagued the 
organisation since its inception in 1966, 
and is likely to prove the most bitter. 
It is almost as though the NF has gone 
full circle since the 1969 split when 
Andrew Fountaine was the main pro- 
tagonist; he is once again one of the 
central figures in the current dispute. 


Ten years ago Fountaine, alarmed 
by the 1968 upheaval in France and 
arguing very strongly that it was only a 
matter of time before a similar situation 
existed in Britain, proposed the formation 
of a para-military group. He was told that 
the idea was not one the rest of the 
leadership could support, particularly in 
view of the strong possibility of another 
“Spearhead”? charge should they be 
caught. (Spearhead was the para-military 
wing of the British National Party whose 
uniformed members, including present 
Front leader Tyndall, were arrested, 
charged and imprisoned in 1962.) 

Fountaine nevertheless decided to go 
ahead and sent out a number of letters to 
various members. A.K. Chesterton, then 
NF chairman, was furious and strenuous 
efforts were made to recover all the 
letters. As a result of his defiance of the 
majority of the leadership Fountaine was 
thrown out of the Front, but he took the 
leadership to court because they had 
denied him the right to appeal against his 
expulsion to the Annual Conference, as 
laid down in the constitution. The court 
found in favour of Fountaine and he 
was reinstated pending his appeal to 
conference. When this eventually took 
place he could only muster 17 supporters 
who walked out with him. He sub- 
sequently returned to the NF and the 
leadership. 

Two years later (1971) the Front 
chairman A.K. Chesterton, a prominent 
pre-war member of Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
British Union of Fascists, and later as 
leader of the League of Empire Loyalists 


a founder member of the NF, was replaced 
after considerable manoeuvring by ex- 
Conservative Party member and pro- 
Powellite John O’Brien. But his proved 
to be a short reign lasting only a few 
months. In 1972 the struggle between the 
old Nazi elements around Tyndall and 
O’Brien resulted in a victory for Tyndall, 
who became party leader after forcing 
O’Brien to resign. 

In October 1974 another former 
right-wing Conservative Party member, 
John Kingsley Read, was elected NF 
chairman in place of Tyndall. This was 
seen at the time as an attempt to apply a 
little cosmetic surgery to the Front’s 
neo-Nazi image. But as things turned out 
those backing Read did so for different 
reasons, some wanting a more popularist 
approach but the majority seeking to give 
the Front a more “working class’”’ image 
(Strasserites). 

During 1975 Tyndall embarked on a 
campaign to regain the chairmanship of 
the party, and after months of touring 
the country with his supporters on the 
National Directorate gained the backing 
of most of the branches. The result was a 
split in the Front with Kingsley Read 
taking almost 3,000 members with him to 
form the National Party. One of the 
decisive factors in Tyndall’s favour was 
his victory in the High Court for control 
of the party HQ, with Andrew Fountaine 
footing the £6,500 bill for legal fees. 

Signs of a new crisis began to emerge 
with the growing criticism of the Front’s 
National Activities Organiser Martin 
Webster, in late 1978. This criticism grew

It was the prestige 
purchase of their new headquarters, 
Excalibur House, along with the formation 
of NF Properties Ltd, and later The 
Excalibur Club, that was to be an impor- 
tant factor when the bubble burst follow- 
ing the widespread distribution of an 
internal document attacking Webster 
(Searchlight 49) in May.

It purports to be a “private and con- 
fidential’”’ letter from Jimmy Doyle, one 
of the founders of the Racial Preservation 
Society to Richard Verrall.

right place to send a letter that was 
supposed to be leaked. 

Another oddity is that despite the 
opening reference to a row earlier that 
morning that led to Verrall departing in 
anger, during the rest of the letter not a 
single aspect of that alleged acrimonious 
argument is mentioned. In reality the 
letter is a vehicle for the views of the 
influential South Coast group of which 
Doyle is a member, and raises the pos- 
sibility of Verrall having prior knowledge 
of the contents. 

For someone with Doyle’s ledge 
it is strange that the letter makes the 
point that Tyndall and Webster were 
determined to sell the party as a “‘cloth 
cap party’’. Regular readers of Searchlight 
will know that this issue resulted in a 
lengthy exchange between Tyndall and 
Webster in the Front journal Spearhead, 
with Webster advocating that position 
and Tyndall taking him to task. 

Doyle is certainly coy when, after 
giving a brief history of the 1966 found- 
ing meeting of the National Front, he 
mentions that he was “away during 
1967 (and 1968)”. What he forgot to 
mention was that he was serving a prison 
sentence. Curiously, whilst a guest of

with racist or extremist organisations. It 
proved to be a short lived pledge. 

His apparent support of the “mode- 
rates” is an indication that the real forces 
behind the neo-Nazi movement in Britain 
have ditched Tyndall and want a new 
Front leadership, one that can put over 
their propaganda in a more acceptable 
way. 

As far as Column 88 is concerned they

A letter from Excalibur Club Chair- 
person Douglas Priest to John Tyndall 
makes it abundantly clear that the club is 
asserting its independence to the extent of 
insisting on maintaining the membership 
of Jimmy Styles, who had been expelled 
from the NF. They then rubbed Tyndall’s 
nose into the dirt by ejecting from the 
premises and threatening to expel a 
member of the National Directorate, 
whom Priest accused of “‘filthy per- 
versions”, and then refused to accept a 
Directorate nominee as club steward, 
accusing him of being ‘a well-known 
homosexual and child molester’. A close 
associate of another leading Directorate 
member was described as: “notorious for 
his perverted sexual appetites”, and his 
“near psycopathetic (sic) outbursts of 
temper”’. 
party ties in with the attempt by Plymouth 
members to form an anti-homosexual 
movement, as reported in our last issue, 
and is obviously being made into a key 
campaigning issue by the anti-Tyndall/ 
Webster group. Incidentally, the language 
in Priest’s letter is strangely reminiscent 
of the document circulated in May 
(Searchlight 49). 

Another important point to note is 
the reference to the £10,500 so far spent 
on the club, particularly the fact that 
£4,500 came from Styles in the form of 
credit and that an advance payment of 


proved to be short-lived. 


£3,000 was made to NF Properties for 
rent. It is further evidence that the club is 
being used as a part of the struggle to 
weaken Tyndall’s grip on the party 
administration. 

In a desperate attempt to assert his 
authority over the Excalibur Club, 
Tyndall gave instructions that certain 
people he deemed “undesirable” were 
not to be admitted to the building and 
since the club is on the third floor this 
would have prevented them gaining 
access. This brought matters to a head 
and Priest decided to apply to the courts 
for an injunction against Tyndall. This 
was eventually granted on 21 August. 

But for a detailed picture of the

intense struggle inside the Front leader- 
ship the bulletin dated 16 August and 
headed, ‘Internal Friction In Party’, is 
a real eye-opener. It is a reply to a nine 
page report sent out by Paul Kavanagh. 
Addressed to “Organisers of regions, 
branches and groups’’ it stresses that it 
is not to be divulged to the general 
membership: ‘‘organisers receiving the 
bulletin should not circulate it freely 
among their local members but should 
use it only as a source of reference to tell 
members what they need to know about 
the matters contained therein’’. 

After this expression of utter contempt 
and distrust of the members of the NF by 
Tyndall and his supporters, the bulletin 
goes on to accuse those opposed to 
Tyndall’s unqualified support of Webster 
of, “‘obstructing the cause of party 
discipline’, in order “not so much to 
achieve disciplinary justice, but to create 
division and dissension in the party in the 
furtherance of factional quarrels and 
power-bids’’. That of course is precisely 
what the opposition claims Tyndall did on 
the return from the USA, when he 
immediately reversed Fountaine’s dis- 
ciplinary actions against Webster. 

The further criticism by Tyndall and 
Webster that their opponents ‘‘circulate 
their grievances to the press” have some 
substance.

All these complaints are but a preamble 
to the real issue — the fight for control of 
NF Properties Ltd. Some 3% pages of 
the 5 page bulletin are devoted to this 
issue, and rightly so since the outcome 
could probably decide the future of the 
NF.

Dear John, 


Subsequent to our brief telephone conversation yesterday,I have 
now received your undated letter addressed to our Committeé Members. 


In view of the wide circulation of this document,I feel it to be 
essential that a brief resume first be given of the whole background to 
the establishment of the Excalibur Club and its relationship to National F.Q. 


From the inception of the Building Scheme in 1976 it was planned 
that various leases should be granted in order to obtain an income for 
the building and eventually give some recompense to those people who have 
invested substantial sums in the holding Company.It must be accepted that 
the National Front itself is not,and never has been,capable of finding 
either the capital or the income to purchase,re-furbish,and raintain a 
building the size of Excalibur House.For this reason,at no tine was it 
ever stated or implied that all of the floors should be handed over to 


the control of the K.F. as such. 


The position regarding the Club is quite unambiguous.It is a Private 
Nembers' Club which enjoys a legal tenancy of the Third Floor of the 
building and which has paid the considerable sum ef £3,000 iz a 
for the privelege.In addition over £1,000 has been paid on furnitur 
fittings and stock,and a further £6,500 on alterations and improvements 
of which £4,500 was obtained on credit from Ir. James Styles. 


The present elected Committee,of which I am Chairman,is quite adamant 
that these splendid facilities shall not be allowed to become a football 
between the various squabbling factions which are now engaged in a struggle 
for control of our Party.James Styles has not only proved himself to be 
an excellent Steward,he is the only conceivable contender for this position 
at the present time,and my Committee have confirmed their decision taken at 
a formally convened meeting on August 12th. that the Club shall remain 
closed until the unlawful interference with access to the premises has been 
terminated and Kr. Styles has been permitted to resume his duties.If,once 
the Club is open,sufficient rembers decide to requisition an Extraordinary 
General Meeting in accordance with the interim Constitution then this will 
be done in the manner laid down.You will I am sure,on reflection,agree that 
only the Membership can requisition such a Meeting,and a Special Resolution 
to remove any member of the Committe requires a two thirds najority of these 


present. 


I must now state categorically that the Committee are of the opinion 
that the charges against Janes Styles are contrary to natural justice and 
have,in fact,been trumped up on fagtional srounds with the explicit object 
of gaining control of the Club.It has also been apparent over the course of 
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Richard Verrall. 


10 August, states that the original amount 
to be raised to purchase a suitable property 
was fixed at £30,000. But the deal fell 
through because the anti-Nazi League 
intervened causing the property to be 
withdrawn, and as a consequence they 
found that the capital required had to be 
increased to £50,000. 

In order to attract such a substantial 
sum it was decided to guarantee Ordinary 
Share investors a dividend of not less than 
15%, with each share carrying one vote.

and was ejected by them from the premises.This complaint will be heard by 
the Committee at its next meeting,and if found to be substantiated the 
Directorate member concerned will be pernanently barred from the premises 
either as a member, or a guest.I am no prude,but I and the remainder of the 
Committee are absolutely determined that this particular filthy perversion, 
above all where it puts children at risk,shall not find a breeding ground 
in our Club no matter what grip it appears to have obtained elsewhere. 


In conclusion,John,I can only repeat that for you personally I have 
respect and I am deeply sorry that this lamentable situation has arisen. 
There is still time to prevent great harm being done to our Party - once 
the appointed Steward is permitted to return to his duties without the 
necessity of recourse to the Courts all can be negotiated in a spirit of 
constructive good will.The Committee are willing to enter into any serine 
security agreement regarding access to the buildng,and the proven income 
from the Club is desperately needed if we are to keep the show on the road. 


I need hardly tell you that we are all entering shortly on a period 


of great danger and trial.The Excalibur Club,vesides being a source of

If mere 
iso sign of unrest among local members concerning the events described, and if there is no hint within 
Tocal_ membership circle: of factions disloyal to the elected n*rty leadership - as we believe to be the case 
in most areas - Organise:s siiow!d not make a prominent iss. of these matters locally but should disclose 
just the main features to trusted Key persontel in the most ‘iscreet manner. No photo-copies of this buil- 
etin should he made without the consent of the National Directorate. On no account whatever should any 
Copies be sent to the press or allowed to get into hands whe-cby it might be passed onto the press - ot other

Recent reports in the newspapers, together with internal party gossip, have led a number of members 
to express to us a serious concern as to whether there is a threatened split in the party leadership. I. view 
of this concern, we feel that it is necessary that we should istue to our main local officers a frank state~ 
ment of the issues that have led to this speculation. 


In the aftermath of the General Election of last May great challenges and opportunities lay before our 
pamy. Our tremendous achievement in fighting 301 seats \.1d yenerated enormous public interest in the 
National Front which, ever since that time, has manifestc 1 itcelf in a great increase in new enquiries for 
membership and actual member recruitment. 


At the same time the pitiful performance of the Tories iu theit first few weeks of government, i: the 
fields of the Econonny, Trade Unions, Law and Order, Immigration, Rhodesia and Northem Ireland, has 
made it possible tat within a short time the NF can recap uve those large numbers of votes that it lo.t to 
the Tories in May through Mrs. Thatcher's bogus promises to the electorate. 


What is needed (o make the most of these challenges ad opportunities for our party is that a new 
impetus be given to party growth in this post-election period. Sections of the party need to be reorgan- 
ised. A new campaign of activities needs to be pursucd. New facilities and techniques of party publicity 
need to be develo, ed - applying the lessons that we have ieamed from the recent election. There .qust 
be a great effort tu rebuild the pamy’s finances, heavily drained by the election campaign. Above «.4, 
our members at the grass roots need to be given a sere of purpose and direction in the next phase ot the 
development of tht NF - together with a faith in our capar'ty to build on what we have achieved ai! to 
continue the growth we have enjoyed over the last few year= 


All these thin > are obvious to us in the party leadership as being the tasks to which it is our duty io 
apply ourselves in the mouths following the election and i>: our greatest wish that we should not 21! iu 
that duty. 


What is vital, however, if this duty is to be performed {s that we should have the ime to apply our- 
selves to constructive work, Directorate mectings must be occupied by discussion, ending in firm decis- 
ion, on matters relating to the building of the parry. Betw2en Directorate meetings the attention of our 
leading executive officers must be given up predominantly to the tasks involved in this building proce:s. 


What has happened in the weeks following the election is thar this has been rendered impossible. A 
small element on the Directorate, with the apparent alliance of a few dissidents outside the Directorate, 
has waged a campaign of constant disruption and obstruction at Directorate metings, clogging up our 
discussion time with essentially negative matters and pursuing a campaign of division, acrimony and ven- 
detta both inside and outside the Directorate - with the result that leading party officers have had to devote

so much Ume to combatting this campaign that they have had totally inadequate time to apply themselves 


to vital constructive tasks 


There are two main areas of trouble and they are linked cogether, 





ued by Tyndall, Webster and Verrall. 


carry an extra voting power which, added to whatever voting power resided in the party's holding of ord- 
inary shares at any given time, would always ensure that the party, through its Trustees, would command 
a voting majority among tte shareholders of the company. 


In due course the company was established and the building now known as Excalibur House was purchased, 
The setting up of The Excaiibur Club was also undertaken. 


As these events p:occeded it started to become evident to the National Directorate that certain officizls 
concemed with the ruaning of the company did not view themselves as executors of the will of the National 
Directorate but as virtually independent parties running an independent enterprise over which the Director 
ate had no authority. These matters came to a head shortly after the inauguration of The Excalibur Civh. 


The Administration Officer of the National Directorate, Mr. Richard Verrall, acting upon a mandare 
from the Directorate, iad drawn up a list of persons not to be permitted entry to Excalibur House in che 
interests of good order and/or security. Included on this list was one individual who had been expelled 
from the party for violent and disorderly behaviour on the premises of Excalibur House. 


It was then discovered that this individual had been invited into the Excalibur Club on several occasicns 
in wilful defiance of this ban, This incident was merely a sysmptom of a wider tendency whereby cetain 
persons connected with The Excalibur Club regarded the Club as being entirely outside the rules and von- 
ventions of the party and presumed that The Club had the frced.m to make mules and entertain guests quite 
independently of the party it is supposed to serve and in totai disregard of the wishes of the Directorate. 


Immediately the Directorate started to apply disciplinary measures against these persons so as to \istab- 
lish its absolute authority over the Club and Excalibur House. iis position was challenged by certain offc- 
ials of the Finance Pupartment connected with the Club and company, notably Mr. Paul Kavanagh. 


After a Club committee member, Mr. J. Styles, had been charged by the Directorate and suspended 
from NF membership on #n alleged disciplinary offence, he consequently ceased to be a member of "he 
Club, and pending the disciplinary hearing he was barred from Excalibur House. Those connected widi 
the company and the Club nave attempted to make this suspension a further basis for disputing the author- 
ity of the LOK, The Club has been deliberately and unnecessarily kept closed, and Mr. Kavanagh 
is threatening court action against those Directorate officers :esponsible for enforcing this disciplinary 
action. 


Asa result of thes: developments the party Chairman, M‘. John Tyndall, felt compelled to ask mem- 
bers of the National Directorate individually whether they recoguised in principle the authority of the Dir- 
ectorate over the company, building and Club ot whether diey did not. This took the form of a special 
statement confirming this authority which Directorate members were asked individually to sign. 


16 of the 20 me-nbers of the Directorate agreed to sign te statement. T..e names of these 16 members 
are listed at the end of this bulletin. Should any members o; the party wish to inspect the original copy 
of the statement so as to assure themselvés of the authenticity of the signatures, we are prepared to make 
this copy available ‘or their inspection provided that reasonab# notice of such wish is given to the Nenional 
Directorate. 


4 members declined to sign the statement and the names of these members are also listed at the end 
of this bulletin, 


In addition to Mr. Kavanagh, the Finance Depanment is represented on the Directorate by Mr. D2vid 
Bruce. It will be noticed that Mr. Bruce was among those who signed the statement while Mr. Kavanagh 
was among those who declined to sign. This is an accurate reflection of attitudes, and we must state in 
defence of Mr. Bruce that in all the disputes that we have had with the Finance Department over these 
matters of Directorats control and authority he has gor been among those who have challenged this conrrol 
and authority but on all occasions has loyally recognised it. 


When the company was first set up, the Trustees appointed hy the Directorate to hold the founder shares 
on behalf of the party were: Squadron Leader John Harrison-Broadley, DFC (then NF President), Mr. An- 
drew Fountaine (NF Deputy Chairman) and Mr. Michael Stubbs (then NF party Treasurer). These three 
appointments were made on the recommendation of the Finance Committee members sitting on the Direct- 
orate. 


Subsequently Mr. Stubbs resigned as party Treasurer and more recently Squadron Leader Harrison- 


Broadley resigned as President. These events, together with the evidence of increasing conflict becween 
Mr. Fountaine and the National Directorate. led the Directorate to resolve that it would be necessary to 
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One is the matter of party discipline. Certain officers of the Directorate have quite clzarly been det- 
ermined to exploit the disciplinary machinery of the party as a means of pursuing vendettas, creating 
division and undermining confidence in the party leadership. Ultimately, all power over party dixipline, 
as over everything clse in the party, is veered in the Nationa! Directorate, and unless the authority of the 
Directorate in such matters is observed the parry degenerates into anarchy. 


Certain decisic 1s in the sphere of discipline have recently been made by the Directorate. Members 
have a perfect riyut sometimes to disagree with those decisious as a matter of conscience; what they do 
not have the sigitt to do is actively defy them. What has happened in recent times is that cestain members 
of the Direciozare cannot acccpt this principie and will not recognise that when.a disciplinary decision 

has been made by the Directorate that decision is final end rust be upheld. Endless time has been wasted 
by this process of post-mortems over disciplinary decisions that have been made and disciplinary matte:s 
that have been concluded. 


It is our belief, based on careful enquiry into the origins of these developments, that those who have 
been occupied in obstructing the course of party discipline are in truth concemed, not so much to achieve 
disciplinary justice, but to create division and dissension in the party in the furtherance of factional quarr- 
els and power-bids. 


Members will have observed that certain persons concerned in these disputes have resorted to the dis- 
graceful expediei of circulating their grievances to the national press, thus bringing to public notice diff- 
erences which should rightly be resolved internally and confidcntially. We consider that those who take 
their grievances to the press always undermine, by so doing, their claim to be motivated in those griev- 
ances by concer for the good of the party. Any person whu airs internal disputes to the enemy - which 
is what the press is - is engaging, whether purposefully or not, in enemy action against the party. 


Equally a subject of conceim to us is the fact that details of the location of two recent Directorate meet- 
ings, which were, as always, designated as confidential to members of the Directorate have been disclosed 
to non- Directorate members and to the press 


The other area of dispute is that concerins the right of the National Front, through its National ir- 
ectorate, elected by the :..embership, to eveicise ultimate authority and control over all enterprises and 
assets that have b.en set up or acquired, by the support enc offon of party members, with the purpose ot 
furthering Gie ainis “¥ the pasty. 


Some time ago the Nativnal Pirectorate resolved that a company should be formed known as NF Pinp- 
erties Ltd. The nisin and most immediate purpose of this c >mpany would be to raise, by the issue of 
shares, the money necessary to purchase a building to he ko wn as Excalibur House, in which there wouid 
be provided the frcilities for a staff canteen and club, for rs storage and marketing of various prwicts 
which would advertise the political aims of the NF, for the cvental setting up of a printing works which 
would print NF and allied pubtizations and for vatious otter enterprises and activities such as were allowed 
by town and couni'y planning regulations as applied to the ‘yailding in question. 


The Directorate instructed its Finance Department to attend to the details of this operation with the 
all-important proviso - that the constitution of, and issue o shares in, NF Properties Ltd. should be 32 art- 
anged as to ensure absolutely anc beyond any possible legal c..pute that the company was ultimately con- 
trolled by the pai and would not be establitlicd in such a way ihat it could embark on policies and mane 
decisions cont:ary to me wishes of the party's National orate, Naturally the same mle applied <o 
all other enterprises launched, or assets accu: the crnpany, NF Properties Ltd. 


This brief from the Direc was sccenicd by the Finance Department, as is evidenced by a m=2m- 
orandum circulated among ine: of the Lepamment by Directorate member Mr, Paul Kavanagh, now 
Chairman of NF Properties Lid. !n this memo, dated 23rh )farch 1978, Me Kavanagh made it clear that 
the whole operation was constrosted to serve ile ends of ste Nxtional Front. 


Various individual supporters of the NF were approached with the request that they should help the 
setting up of the company and the raising of its share capita! by investing money in the purchase of si-.es 
In this process they were all assured - indeed most of thera demanded to be assured - that the National 
Front would retain ultimate control over all operations of the «-mpany in which they were investing and 
over the use of all assets that it may acquire. 


The procedure by which this control was to be assured was that the shares in the company. would be 
divided into ordinary shares anc! founder sh. ‘The larter shares would be vested in Trustees to be app- 
ointed by the National Direcrocate of the NF and ubject to replacement by that body at its absolute dis- 
cretion. These shares, while yiving their heluers the Trusices ne financial interest in the company, would 
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Appoint new Trustees to serve as shareholders on behalf of the party membership - which it did at its meet- 
ing on the 29th July this year. The new Trustees appointed are: Mr. John Tyndall, Mr. Andrew Brons, 
Mr. Martin Webster and Mr. Richard Verrall, 


Immediately upon the appointment of these new Trustees, Mr. Fountaine was asked to sign a document 
acknowledging the transfer of his Trusteeship. As soon as the document was placed before him the words 
“don't sign! * were plainly heard around the table. They came from Mr, Paul Kavanagh. Mr. Fountaine 
then refused to sign, giving as his reason that he first wished to consult legal advice. The Directorate has 
given him time to do this while insisting that the transfer of Trusteeship is completed by the time of its 
next scheduled meeting on Agust 25th. 


Upon further discussion of the affairs of the company, the Directorate was advised by an expert Coun- 
sel in company law that, regardless of the identity of its Trustees, those Trustees did not in fact excercise 
a controlling vote among the shareholders of the company as it had been resolved that they should. Quite 
contrary to the decision of the Directorate on the matter, the company had been constituted in such a way 
that a voting majority by the party through these founder shares had not been instituted and the shares in 
question carried voting rights which did not, when added to the voting power of ordinary shares held, ass- 
ure a majority to the Trustees of the party. 


Furthermore, without seeking the consent of the Directorate, the directors of the company had given 
a lease to The Excalibur Club under conditions which, those directors claimed, gave the NF Directorate 
Qo power to exercise control over whom may be permitted entry to The Club. [t is on this basis that the 
directors of the company, led by Mr. Kavanagh, have challenged the validity of the Directorate ruling 
conceming right of entry to The Club and subsequent disciplinary actions that have proceeded from that 
ruling. 


The Directorate has now given firm instructions to the members of the Finance Department respons- 
ible for the setting up of the company that they should immediately effect the necessary changes in the 
constitution of that company so as to ensure proper party control over its affairs and over Excalibur House 
and The Excalibur Club. These changes must include compliance with the Directorate ruling concerning 
the changes of Trusteeship, the upgrading of the voting power of the founder shares held by the Trustees 
80 as to efsure a voting majority for those Trustees and the cancellation of the lease given to The Excal- 
ibur Club and the drawing up of a new agreement under which the Club will operate which will ensure 
that all such operations will be in compliance with Directorate authority. 


We have to report that so far the gentlemen concerned - with the exception of Mr. Bice, as earlier 
stated - have offered only argument and obstruction and delay in response to these instructions - with 
the result that it has been necessary for them to be reminded by the Chairman of the Directorate that the 
directives of this, the NF’s elected ruling body, must be complied with and that failure to do so is an 
offence. We hope very much to be able to report soon that the instructions of the Directorate over these 
matters has been carried out. 


From these detailed events, and from reports of behaviour by certain members of the parry outside the 
Directorate, it has been possible for us to form a broad picture of what has been happening. A small fac- 
tion has existed on the National Directorate which has seemed determined to bog the Directorate down 
in endless arguments concerning the constitutional status of NF Properties Ltd. and in practice to delay 
and obstruct the due processes whereby its status as a body ultimately controlled by the NF Directorate 
may be assured beyond dispute. The same faction seems determined to waste further time and cause fur- 
ther dissension by the constant challenging of disciplinary decisions made by the Directorate and its Exec- 
utive Council over matters deriving from occurrences at Excalibur House and over other separate matters. 
As a result of this dissension, the party leadership has over the last. couple of months been completely 
unable to devote adequate time to the essential tasks of promoting party growth in the political field. The 
dissension has additionally served. to create demoralisation and anarchy in some parts of the party ranks, 
and an atmosphere of rebellion, viciousness and rumour-mongering in the Excalibur Club - a place which 
was intended for the relaxation of NF members. Furthermore, according to accurate inside sources of in- 
formation, this situation of dissension and rebellion is being actively promoted by members of the League 
of St. George in a bid to topple the present leadership of the NF. 


Attempts to undermine the authority of the Directorate and the morale of the members have now reached 
a pitch whereby officials of the party who uphold the authority of the party's leadership are being phys- 
ically threatened. On the afternoon of Thursday, August 9th, Mrs. Sheila Day wife of Mr. Derrick Day. 
a voluntary security officer at Excalibur House, received an anonymous telephone call at home which 
stated: “If your husband doesn’t stop siding with Tyndall, Webster and Verrall, he'll get his legs blown 
off - and you'll get hurt too”. Shortly afterwards Directorate member Mr. John Roberts also received a 
threatening anonymous phone call which stated: “...if you carry on supporting the Tyndall faction, you'll 
get your head caved in... 
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Needless to state, there is no such thing on the Directorate asa “Tyndall faction”; there is only the 
majority of the Directorate, whose authority must be obs@rved. That majority does not always consist of 
the same people, and on one disciplinary matter raised on the Directorate recently the majority voted 
differently to Mr. Tyndall, who, like everyone else in such circumstances, was bound to accept the major- 
ity's decision. 


Should we be asked what needs to be done from this point on to end the bickering, we would reply 
that the following need to be done:~ 


(a) That Mr. Kavanagh and his associates in the Finance Department make the necessary changes in 
the constitution of NF Properties Ltd. and in the terms under which that company grants a lease 
to the Excalibur Club so that there can be no possible dispute as to the lawful authority of the Nat- 
ional Front over these enterprises and assets. (These changes are not a departure from original pol- 
icy but simply compliance with that policy originally resolved by the Directorate). 


That certain Directorate members cease from actions which represent a direct contravention of 
decisions made by the Directorate on matters concerning party discipline. 


That those who wish to see changes in the party leadership pursue those changes by exercising their 
right to vote for new party leadership by means of the machinery which the Constitution of the 
party provides for that purpose every September, and in the meantime to cease discrediting their 
case by divisive and factional behaviour, both on and off the Directorate, which obstructs the 


smooth running of the party and the promotion of those activities by which it may grow and develop. 


We have advised Mr. Fountaine and Mr. Kavanagh that their present actions might lead many members 
to gain the impression that a faction is being organised for the sole purpose of deposing the present party 
leadership by the creation of trouble and strife within the party which makes it increasingly difficult for 
that leadership to exercise effective authority and devote its time to the promotion of useful and construct- 
ive activities - and that a part of this campaign is the removal from the effective control of the party of 
certain assets and amenities vital to its development.

Your members 
should be reassured that the security and unity of the National Front is not in jeopardy so long as they lend 
their support to the majority of the elected leadership of the National Directorate against any manifestat- 
ions of anarchy and factionalism.

(who recently resigned from the Front 
but is still apparently a Trustee); 
Andrew Fountaine, NF Deputy Chair- 
man and Michael Stubbs, former NF 
Treasurer and Directorate member. The 
present distribution of shares means that 
the Trustrees do not have the required 
51% of the votes to control the company. 

Kavanagh makes it clear that since the 
beginning of the year there has been 
growing tension between the Finance 
Committee and certain members of the 
Directorate. He further claims that since 
the opening of Excalibur Club: “there 
has been friction with the ‘political’ 
wing, in that as a ‘private members club’ 
within the meaning of the 1964 Licensing 
Act it cannot be ‘absolutely’ controlled 
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by them. This has become an issue of 
considerable import even if it appears 
to be resolvable in the immediate future 
by firm action on the part of the Club 
Committee in defending the rights of its 
members under the terms of the lease 
granted”’. 

As previously mentioned, that “firm 
action” resulted in the successful appli- 
cation for an injunction against Tyndall. 

It is interesting to note that despite all 
the talk of “legality”? members of the 
Directorate and NF Properties Ltd, if 
reports received by Searchlight are 
correct, chose to ignore the illegal sale of 
alcohol at the Club which is unlicensed. A 
local licensee claims that he has reported 
the matter to the police following com- 
ments made by NF members in his pub. 
They apparently claimed that supplies of 
a German beer were obtained and sold in 
the Club, but the sales ceased before the 
injunction application was heard. 


‘*.. . demoralisation and anarchy” 


The bulletin agrees that events came to 
a head with the formation of the Club: 
“*.. . certain officials concerned with the 
running of the company did not view 
themselves as executors of the will of the 
National Directorate but as virtually 
independent parties running an indepen- 
dent enterprise over which the Directorate 
had no authority ... 

“Certain people connected with The 
Excalibur Club regarded the Club as being

entirely outside the rules and conventions 
of the party and presumed that The Club 
had freedom to make rules and entertain 
guests quite independently of the party 
it is supposed to serve and in total dis- 
regard of the wishes of the Directorate.”’ 

In order to try and isolate those 
Directorate members connected with 
NF Properties and the Club, Tyndall 
asked all members individually if they 
recognised in principle the authority of 
the Directorate over the company, 
building and Club, and 16 of the 20 
members signed. The four who opposed 
are connected with Fountaine and at the 
moment seem to hold most of the cards 
in their hands through their control of 
NF Properties. 

On 29 July Tyndall persuaded the 
Directorate to appoint new Trustees 
to serve as shareholders of NF Properties. 
They were John Tyndall, Andrew Brons, 
Martin Webster and Richard Verrall, but 
there is some doubt about the legality of 
such a move in company law. 

Towards the end of the bulletin 
Tyndall reveals that the party is locked 
in a no-holds barred factional struggle 
only three years after the 1976 split: 
ee The dissension has additionally 
served to create demoralisation and 
anarchy in some parts of the party ranks, 
and an atmosphere of rebellion, vicious- 
ness and rumour-mongering in Excalibur 
Club . . “’ No wonder the organisers are 
asked not to show this bulletin to their 
members!

It is at this stage that Tyndall reveals 
that he knows those responsible for the 
present state of the Front: “Furthermore, 
according to accurate inside information 
this situation of dissension and rebellion 
is being actively promoted by members 
of the League of St. George in a bid to 
topple the present leadership of the 
NF”. 

This is really an astonishing claim 
since the last three issues of League 
Review, journal of the League of St. 
George, has been full of praise for the NF 
to such an extent that they have been 
bitterly attacked by the British Movement 
who at one time had close relations with 
the League. 

Another astonishing statement in the 
bulletin concerns an alleged threatening 
phone call to Sheila Day, wife of Derrick 
Day, who acts as a security officer at 
Excalibur House, in which she was told: 
‘* . . If your husband doesn’t stop siding 
with Tyndall, Webster and Verrall he’ll 
get his legs blown off — and you'll get 
hurt too . ..” Another call was received 
by Directorate member John Roberts 


“who was told: 


Those. are our British traditions, and those traditions must be the

. if you carry on 
supporting the Tyndall faction you'll 
get your head caved in”. 

Astonishing because although Day is 
known to be a loyal admirer of Tyndall, 
he is equally well known for his intense 


‘dislike and contempt for Webster and the 


stories circulating in the Front about his 
angry public remonstrations with Webster 
when he felt he had overstepped the mark 
in his rudeness to Tyndall, are almost NF 
folklore. Nor was Day particularly 
backward in his comments to the press 
at the end of July on the subject of 
Martin Webster. Could it be that the 
phone calls came from a source not 
entirely unknown to the Tyndall group. 


“.. there is no such thing as a 
Tyndall faction” 


The bulletin concludes with a classic 
example of Tyndall tripping up over his 
laces: “Needless to state, there is no such 
thing on the Directorate as a “Tyndall 
faction’: there is only the majority of 
the Directorate, whose authority must 


be observed”. That seems clear enough. 
No faction — only majority decisions. 
So who sent out the bulletin? The Direc- 
torate? Well not exactly. At the bottom 
of the final page we read the following. 
“This statement has been issued on the 
responsibility of Messrs. John Tyndall, 
Martin Webster and Richard Verrall’”’. 

The latest word on the leadership 
crisis is contained in the September 
Spearhead (for a full analysis see ‘What 
Their Papers Say) in which Webster 
admits that this is an even bigger crisis 
than the one in 1975 which led to a split. 
He also attacks Kavanagh for not accepting 
the conspiracy theory. In other words for 
not being a full blown Nazi. 

As the slanging match grows in intensity 
it is important to understand that most of 
those opposed to Tyndall and Webster are 
dedicated Nazis. The League of St.- 
George makes no bones about that fact. 
The Hancocks and Beauclare (who 
recently sold his Warwickshire farm for 
just over £% million) run the Historical 
Review Press, one of the most prolific 
publishers in the international fascist 
movement of material whitewashing the 
Nazi regime. It was the Hancocks who 
hosted the neo-Nazi Northern League 
conference in Brighton where former 
SS officers participated. Doyle, who 
wrote of his embarrassment when Tyndall 
turned up in full Nazi regalia at a pro- 
Powell party he’d organised was not 
so embarrassed at Hitler birthday 
celebrations in which he had been 
involved. Indeed, cynics might ponder 
the fact that any commemoration of 
Powell’s ‘River of Blood’ speech would 
have occurred on April 20th — coinciden- 
tally the same night that Nazis would be 
celebrating the Fiihrer’s birth. Is Mr 
Doyle being coy again? And of course 
Andrew Fountaine’s keenness for para- 
military organisation doesn’t give him a 
bad track record in this respect.

US Nazi ran terror group 


AT THE Buckesburg trial of six 
West German neo-Nazis, German- 
born American Nazi Gary Lauck, 
has been identified by the court 
as the group’s leader and the driving 
force behind their activities. The six 
face charges ranging from incite- 
ment to racial hatred, to terrorism 
and armed robbery. 

The six, members of the NSDAP 
(Auslands Organisation), included Michael 
Kuhnen, and Lothar Schulte, both ex- 
officers in the German Army. Schulte 
was identified by the presiding judge as 
the man responsible for organising most 
of the group’s underground activities, 
which included raids on NATO and 
German Army arms depots to obtain 
weapons, and bank raids to obtain funds. 
Eighteen months ago, a unit commanded 
by Schulte attacked Dutch soldiers at a 
NATO camp and stole four sub-machine 
guns. 

Lauck, who runs the NSDAP (AO) 
from Lincoln, Nebraska, and who was 
already wanted in the Federal Republic 
to face other charges, was granted im- 
munity from prosecution to enable him 
to appear as a defence witness. The 
earlier charges related to his involvement 
in importing into West Germany Nazi 
literature which he had printed in the 
United States. When he appeared in the 
courtroom he was greeted with Nazi 
salutes from the defendants, and with a 
demonstration outside demanding his 
arrest. 

The NSDAP (AO) was a deliberate 
attempt to resurrect the Nazi Party in 
Germany, avoiding criminal prosecution 


by basing the organisation in America. 
In 1974 it applied for charitable status 
and tax exemption, and tried to obtain a 
license to set up its own radio station. Its 
newspaper, NS-Kampfruf and most of 
its swastika-emblazoned literature is pro- 
duced in America by Lauck, who has 
been thrown out of Germany on a 
number of occasions. In 1974 his speaking 
tour of several German cities was cut 
short when he was arrested in Neuminster 
and deported. Another tour in 1976, 
organised by Thiers Christopherson 
(author of the whitewash pamphlet 
Auschwitz — Truth or Lie?) met the same 
fate: this time he received a suspended 
sentence. The party itself was organised 
into small, tightly-knit cells of 2-4 mem- 
bers, and all operated under the direction 
of Lauck. 

It was one of these cells which the 
court found had been responsible for a 
number of terrorist actions, despite 
Lauck’s protestations from the witness 
stand that the party had rejected such 
means of obtaining power. His denials 
led to the prosecution announcing its 
intention of investigating whether he 
ought to face charges for perjury. He will 
also be accused of violating a Federal 
Statute against supporting terrorism for 
approving, from the witness box, an 
article in NS-Kampfruf which welcomed 
the killing of prominent West Germans 
by members of the Baader-Meinhof group. 

In addition to approving the initiation 
of criminal proceedings against him, the 
trial judge went out of his way to single 
out Lauck as the guiding light behind the 
offences with which the defendants were 
charged.

Bail blues in West 
Bromwich 


In the early hours of July 24th this 
year, police visited a birthday party 
in West Bromwich after “complaints 
from the local vicar’ about noise. 
After what police described as a 
“battle’ on the premises eight 
young Rastafarians were arrested 
and charged with assault or 
malicious wounding, to appear 
before West Bromwich magistrates 
later that same morning. 


Strangely, only three of the eight were 
granted bail — the one man charged with 
assault and two of the seven charged with 
malicious wounding. Here began a saga 
which was to keep five young men in 
prison for the next four weeks, in a 
manner which can only be described as 
both dubious and disturbing. 

Section 4 of the 1976 Bail Act is 
designed to establish a PRIMA FACIE 
right to bail for defendants, except for 
certain provisions listed under Schedule I 
— notably the belief that the defendant 
would fail to surrender to custody, com- 
mit an offence while on bail, or interfere 
with witnesses or otherwise obstruct the 
course of justice. In theory the Act 
removes magistrates’ discretion in granting 
bail, inasmuch as they may only consider 
Police objections to bail where they fall 
into the categories listed in Schedule I. 

It is, therefore, difficult to understand 
why on four separate occasions the five 
accused: Hugh Reid, Collie Smith, 
Kensley Pinnock, Colin Blackwood and 
16 year old Curtis Samuels appeared in 
the court only to hear the magistrates 
refuse bail. This despite the fact that, as 
a defence solicitor put it on August 21st: 
“From the very start the custodians of 
law and order have not objected to bail’. 
In other words, even on the morning that 
the offences occurred, when police 
officers might have been expected to 
object to bail, they did not. 

Under the Bail Act, the magistrates 
were obliged to give reasons for their 
failure to grant bail. They did and cited 
as their grounds probable failure to 
surrender to custody. In fact the two 
people granted bail on the same charge 
were passport holders born in Jamaica. 
All the other five, refused bail, did not 
hold passports and lived with their 
families in West Bromwich. If any were 
at all likely to abscond it would surely be 
those who were granted bail. 

There was nothing in the records of 


any of the accused which might support 
the claim that any of them might abscond. 
Indeed there was a certain amount of 
evidence to the contrary. Their parents 
attended the hearings and gave the court 
as many assurances as were asked for. 
Sympathetic employers indicated that 
they were holding open jobs for a number 
of the accused. And yet for a whole 
month five of them were kept in police 
custody. 

Little wonder that on August 14th one 
of the defence solicitors drew attention 
to the reputation of the West Bromwich 
magistrates for ‘‘taking initiatives” in the 
granting of bail. There is also food for 
thought in the fact that one week later 
another solicitor felt it necessary to ask 
the magistrates to disregard the “‘bizarre 
hairdoes’’ of his clients. Having found a 
word to suitably describe the case, he 
added that ‘‘It does seem bizarre that the 
taxpayer should keep them in custody’’. 

The five were finally granted bail on 
21st August, four at £500, and the 
youngest at £200. All are obliged to live 
at specified addresses, all must report 
daily to a police station, and none may 
leave their homes between 10pm and 
6am. Even these restrictions did not 
diminish the relief felt by their parents, 
who had just seen a white man on a 
charge of wounding with intent, granted 
bail after a somewhat less protracted wait 
of under ten minutes.

THE commotion in Melbourne caused by 
John Bennett, secretary of the Victorian 
Council for Civil Liberties, and his efforts 
to defend The Hoax of the Twentieth 
Century by Arthur Butz, which we 
reported at some length in Searchlight 
No.50, has now died down, save for a 
few rumblings. 

The community radio station, 3CR, 
originally at the centre of it all, it still 
operating, and the Victorian Board of 
Jewish Deputies have withdrawn their 
complaints against it, making an inquiry 
by the Australian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration unnecessary. The board were 
apparently satisfied after groups affiliated 
to 3CR approved alterations to the 
internal broadcasting guidelines. The 
changes confirm the right of community 
groups, such as the board, to demand a 
right of reply to broadcasts they believe 
contain errors. 

But 3CR has reaffirmed its policy that 
Zionism is a form of racism and therefore 
Zionist views will not be permitted. They 
have also made it clear that the pro- 
Palestinian programmes would continue 
to be broadcast. 

It seems that the group responsible for 
the offending broadcasts, which brought 
criticism from the left as well as the right, 
for their anti-Semitic tone, lost influence 
on the management committee earlier in 
the year. Otherwise they would have 
ensured that the ABS went ahead with 
the inquiry rather than come to any 
terms with the VJBD, though it is unlikely 
that the radio station would have survived 
the financial strain.

YOU’D HAVE THOUGHT that Messrs. 
Tyndall, Webster and Verrall would have 
eighty-eight other things on their minds 
apart from seeing Spearhead safely 
through the printing presses. But hardly 
had the ink dried on August’s Spearhead, 
when, days ahead of schedule, September’s 
offering comes speeding through the post. 
So it’s double helpings this month. 

August’s edition merely whets the 
appetite, with the main stodge coming 
in September. In fact August seems to 
have been a bad month for NF members 
with hearty appetites. There’s an almost 
incomprehensible piece by Kenneth 
Guichard, whose prose-style seems to 
have been affected by malnutrition. 
Anyway, Guichard complains that he 
can’t find anywhere to eat in the centre 
of London. 

The trouble is that all the restaurants 
are “‘staffed by foreigners serving foreign 
and international food’’. Enough to turn 
a nationalist’s stomach. And glimmers of 
hope are fast disappearing: “Not far 
distant, a dear old English fish and 
chipper is about to close to external 
pressures — Asian or International Big 
Business’. 

Walking through the streets of London, 
Mr Guichard is clearly very distressed by 
the sights and smells around him. Blacks 
have only to pass by, for Mr Guichard to 
fall prey to the most melancholy of 
thoughts: “Will they breed here? How 
much social security are they getting? 
Do they squat or perch on a toilet seat?” 
To have to ponder such issues on an 
empty stomach, too! 

At last, Mr Guichard’s insides can take 
no more; he dives into a chemist for some 
bicarbonate of soda. But no relief — only 
more afflictions: “A dusky female in a 
sari is puzzled by my request. In curried 
English hardly recognisable she conducts 
me to a shelf of deodorants”’. 

And so Mr Guichard makes his forlorn 
and lonely way home. But one more 
horror awaits him before he reaches the 
safety of his front door: “I collide with 
something solid and slit-eyed from Outer 
Mongolia. He drops his fried chicken 
bone and gibbers’’. 

How cruel that an ordinary portion of 
fried chicken should be lying on the 
pavement, tormenting the hunger pangs 
of Mr Guichard. One mystery remains: 
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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


does London’s jungle of kebabs, biryanis 
and pizzas hide a quiet clearing where 
fried chicken can still be bought? 

No matter if the fried chicken isn’t 
fully British, but owes its origin to a 
finger-lickin’ American military man. 
John Tyndall in August gave his official 
blessings to the Southern States of 
America, so the conscientious NF 
member need not be bothered about any 
racial implications of Kentucky Fried. 

Tyndall describes his recent trip to 
the States. It’s rather in the style of a 
‘what I did in the summer hols’ type of 
essay. A prefacing note explains that 
“Mr Tyndall’s object was to make contact 
with a very broad spectrum of racial 
nationalists and fighters against com- 
munism .. . and this was bound to 
include persons with whom the National 
Front has some differences of approach’’. 
But not too different to spoil the trip. 

All in all Tyndall seems to have had a 
jolly time in the Deep South, meeting 
such nice people: “Everywhere where I 
went I met with great kindness, friendli- 
ness and genuine interest in what is going 
on in Britain’. It’s hardly surprising that 
Tyndall enjoyed himself so much when 
many of the people he was lucky enough 
to meet “comprise some of the very 
finest Anglo-Celtic types’. 

First, there was nice Dr Edward Fields 
of the National States Rights Party, who 
organised the ‘Welcome John Tyndall 
Committee’ (what a charming gesture). 
It’s a pity that John Tyndall couldn’t 
have included a holiday snapshot of 
Dr Fields in one of his smart uniforms. 

Tyndall seems to have been touched 
that “‘between 100 and 200 people 
turned up to his meeting in Atlanta, 
Georgia. For some reason he seems to be 
especially pleased that Atlanta couldn’t 
find two hundred people interested in 
what he had to say, but some had to 
come from as far away as 700 miles. 

Then there was the splendid Mr 
Elmore Greaves, who “‘is a very ardent 
Southerner and one of those who believe 
in the cause of Southern independence”’. 
Tyndall, the perfect guest, is on his best 
behaviour: “It is not for me as a Briton to 
take sides in the American issue”. A 
master of diplomacy, as ever. 

Leaving Mr Greaves, Tyndall found 
time to give a radio interview to Liberty 


Lobby, “perhaps the most patriotic 
organisation in the United States’’ (can 
this be the same Liberty Lobby which 


disseminates the most crudely anti- 
Semitic and pro-Nazi propaganda 
imaginable?). 


Then on to Washington to meet 
“Dr William R. Pierce of the National 
Alliance, perhaps the most radical of 
all the political groups with which I came 
into contact’. Dr Pierce too was most 
hospitable, and doubtless he showed his 
English visitor copies of the National 
Alliance’s magazine Attack! with its 
advertisements for Mein Kampf and 
instructions for making incendiary 
devices. Perhaps Dr Pierce and his chums 
treated Tyndall to a special display of 
their fancy-dress costumes — dressing- 
gowns and pointed hoods. 

Tyndall seems to have been impressed 
by his Washington hosts: 


“The National Alliance, while radical 
in its philosophy, certainly does not 
give the impression of being made up 
of political tearaways and eccentrics; 
on the contrary, the people I met, 
from its leader downwards, were 
intelligent and serious men and women 
who appeared to have thought out 
their politics very carefully.” 


Above all Tyndall seems to have been 
enchanted by the restaurants. Poor Mr 
Guichard and his rumbling stomach must 
be contorted with envy when reading of 
Tyndall’s “delightful dinner at a nearby 
restaurant”. No trouble here in finding 
racially acceptable food: “‘At most of the 
eating places I visited in the Southern US 
the standards of service and civility were 
very high”. And, wonder of wonders, 
Tyndall on his hols even shows a piece of 
racial daring: “I enjoyed a meal at the 
Southern Tea Room in Vicksburg, where 
we were served by a very friendly and 
civil negress reminiscent of one of the 
large Black nannies from the older 
movies’. 

It appears that Blacks are OK in the 
Deep South: “The average Southern 
Black respects the power and the ability 
of the White Man’. And Tyndall cites 
approvingly “‘the old Southern tradition 
by which blacks sexually accosting White 
girls one night were liable to end up 
hanging from some magnolia tree the 
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next”. Bet you enjoyed that one, Mr 
Guichard. 

Sadly, all holidays have to come to an 
end and Tyndall flew home “greatly 
enriched by my experience”. But it was 
home to folks not quite so friendly as his 
Southern buddies. 


IN THE August issue the rumbling of 
discontent are barely audible — certainly 
not enough to spoil the holiday atmos- 
phere. There’s only Webster trying to 
convince his readers that all the talk 
about ‘“‘dissident factions” is a plot 
dreamed up by the editor of Searchlight. 
It seems that our honoured editor is fast 
becoming a leading Elder of Zion, with 
the whole of Fleet Street at his immediate 
beck and call. 

However, a few days later (in the 
September issue) even Webster is forced 
to bend to the pressures of reality. 
The dissident factions not only are 
acknowledged, but provide the rationale 
for this hastily produced edition. 

Several articles make it clear that the 
unwelcome guest at the party is Paul 
Kavanagh — or rather he is the un- 
welcoming host, because he controls the 
refreshment facilities of Excalibur House. 
As every military strategist knows, an 
army marches on its stomach and the 
National Front is no exception: but the 
buns and sandwiches haven’t been getting 
through to the loyal members of Excalibur 
Club. 


“Spearhead regards this situation as a 
scandal — and one which must be 
brought to the attention of all National 
Front members and supporters, par- 
ticularly those who have made personal 
sacrifices of money and labour towards 
the acquisition and equipping of 
Excalibur House and the Excalibur 
Club.” 


But it’s not just a matter of cakes and 
ale: “It is abundantly clear to experienced 
party observers that some . . . of those in 
the centre of the dispute wish to exploit 
it in pursuit of factionalism and power 
struggles within the party”’. 

And that brings us to the rude Mr 
Kavanagh. Spearhead tells us that the 
National Directorate has passed a motion 
of ‘no confidence’ in the aforementioned 
Mr Kavanagh on the grounds “‘that he has 
wilfully obstructed and defied the wishes 
of the National Directorate”’. It also calls 
for donations to support legal action 
against the faction blocking the vital 
supplies to the troops. 

It’s left to Webster to do the dirty 
work. It seems that mere mention of 
the word ‘Kavanagh’ is now a breach of 
good manners — not the sort of thing 
said at polite dining-tables. And Webster 


apologises for his unaccustomed breach 
of etiquette. He’s sorry that “I have 
already mentioned Mr Paul Kavanagh 
once in this article’. Duty calls and the 
rudeness must be compounded: “But in 
the context of this article, it is necessary 
for me to mention him again’”’.

It appears that Kavanagh, amongst all 
his other crimes, is the heinous beast 
called a ‘Populist’. Older readers of 
Spearhead will remember that Kingsley 
Read, who left the NF to form the 
National Party, was also a ‘Populist’. 
According to Webster, Populists are 
people who pretend to have good manners 
and wish to ‘‘achieve respectability’. But 
the wicked Populists seek respectability 
by the boorish means of ‘toning down’ 
NF policy. They want “to change our 
leadership, change our policies and 
change our activities in a bid to ‘change 
our image’.”” 

As proof of Mr Kavanagh’s ultimate 
rudeness, he recounts a story when 
Kavanagh in private actually doubted that 
“Zionism . .. was Our paramount and 
most deadly enemy”. And _ explains 
Webster, in case anyone hadn’t noticed 
the faux pas, “such a line is sheerest 
‘Populism’.”’ 

But ultimately the ‘Populist’ is a 
simple and silly soul. Although he might 
wish to dissociate himself from those 
who “once held ‘extremist’ political 
associations”, he ends up in their very 
company (for the obvious reason that 
there’s precious few non-extremist 
fascists). And Mr Kavanagh (that naughty 
word again!) supports Andrew Fountaine 
to take over from Tyndall. But, according 
to Webster, Fountaine is a man 


“who was once a colleague of Colin 
Jordan in the old British National 


Party; who allowed BNP camps 
to take place on his estate which were 
attended by Nationalists from various 
European countries and which ended 
with the ritual burning of a sunwheel 
emblem; and who in referring to the 
Eichmann Trial said: ‘The Jews have 
had a heyday in jerking sympathetic 
tears from another generation of 
gullible Gentiles’.” (For ‘Nationalists’ 
read ‘unashamed Nazis’). 


Whilst on the subject we can note that 
the last ‘Populist’, Kingsley Read, ended 
up forming links with the National 
Alliance: the very same American group 
which, Tyndall assures us, is not really 
composed of ‘tearaways and eccentrics’, 
although its policies are a trifle extreme. 

Webster concludes his piece by stating 
that “Once again the loyal membership 
must bestir themselves to defend their 
party and its assets from the power-games 
of opportunists. The danger the NF now 
faces is more serious than the crisis of 
1O7S%s 

Nero fiddled while Rome went up in 
smoke, but what is Tyndall doing whilst 
the fires of ‘Populism’ are raging in the 
refreshment rooms of Excalibur House? 
If September’s issue of Spearhead is 
anything to go by, he’s staring vacantly 
at the wall, dreaming of the glory of 
Adolf Hitler. 

He has another of his long articles 
of the ‘why Hitler was right’ variety. 
Apparently Britain should have formed 
an alliance with the Fiihrer. After all, 
says Tyndall, anyone who has studied 
Mein Kampf (and Tyndall certainly falls 
into that category) should know that 
“the text of Mein Kampf was redolent 
with praise and admiration for Britain 
and her empire and expressions of desire 
for friendship and co-operation with her 
in bringing stability to the world”. 

The weak-kneed, genetically degenerate 
British politicians of the day misunder- 
stood fascism. They didn’t realise that 
“revolutions had occurred, first in Italy, 
then in Germany, then finally in Spain, 
by which strong men had come forward 
and wrested order from chaos and begun 
to reconstruct their countries on the basis 
of a vigorous nationalism’. Yes, the 
British should have given “Hitler a 
carte blanche in Europe” instead of 
succumbing to the power of “world 
Jewry”’ and its “formidable influence” 
etc and etc. 

While Tyndall seeks refuge (or inspir- 
ation) in his own peculiar version of 
history, the squabbles continue. We’ll 
all have to wait a little bit longer to find 
out whether Mr Guichard can drag his 
undernourished body all the way to the 
Excalibur Club. But what awaits him 
there: a bier-keller, Southern mint-julep 
or just a bunch of loonies hungry for a 


fight?

WEST GERMANY 


Strauss’ youthful 
indiscretions 


SINCE Bavarian hard man Josef Strauss 
has been officially adopted by the Chris- 
tian Social Union (CSU) as their candidate 
in the election of a Chancellor in the 
Federal Republic next year, it is perhaps 
fitting to have a closer look at the man 
who has become for many the epitomy of 
all that is worst in Bavarian conservatism. 
So, over the next few months we will be 
running over various aspects of the 
gentleman’s past. We begin with his 
youthful involvement in Nazi Party 
organisations. 

However, because of the speed with 
which Herr Strauss initiates legal pro- 
ceedings against anybody with the 
temerity to call him a fascist, or even 
just to spell his name with “‘ss” instead 
of 6 (there being no such character in 
English, Searchlight might have already 
incurred his wrath) we leave it to the 
reader to draw from the facts the con- 
clusions which seem appropriate: 

In May 1937, at the tender age of 
21 Strauss joined the National Socialist 
Motorist Corps (NSKK), which, until 
1934, was a part of the SA but which 
after the massacre of Rohm and his 
supporters in the ‘Night of the Long 
Knives’ became a section of the Nazi 
Party. According to NSKK orders, the 
organisation was to consider itself “The 
motorised strength of the party”. All 
members were to become members of 
the party itself, and all were to undergo 
continual schooling ‘‘to develop an even 
deeper understanding of Nazi ideology”. 

Soon after joining Strauss was ap- 
pointed ideological adviser and Corporal 
with a Munich NSKK Troop. A letter of 
appointment to his school-master stated 
that he “always shows willingness to 
support unreservedly the National Social- 
ist state’. Ideological advisers were 
‘appointed according to their ability, in 
the words of the organisations ‘Guide- 
lines’, to inspire those under them “to 
enthuse about the Fiihrer and the move- 
ment’, all had to be “Irreproachably 
dependable, and ideologically sound 
National Socialists”.

A similar role awaited him in the 
Army shortly after. Having been promoted 
to lieutenant he was appointed as a 
weapons instructor and as an ‘Officer for 
Intellectual Military Leadership’, later 
abbreviated to ‘National Socialist Leader- 
ship Officer’ (NFSO). Regulations in 
force at the time stipulated that “Only 
unconditional, fighting, fanatical National 
Socialists” were to be promoted to this 
position. All NFSO appointments had to 
be approved by Martin Bormann. 

As an NSFO Strauss’s duties included 
the assiduous study of Nazi texts and 
organising or delivering lectures on them. 
Unfortunately there are no records which 
give any clear indication of the enthusiasm 
with which he approached these tasks. 

Strauss’s aversion to seeing his name 
spelled with an ‘ss’ ending doesn’t extend, 
it would appear, to the Waffen-SS itself. 
In 1959, a magazine published by the 
SS veterans organisation HIAG quoted 
with approval his statement that ‘‘What 
I person@fly think about the efforts and 
achievements of the Waffen-SS units 
stationed at the front is already known 
to you. They are of course included 
within my respect for the German soldiers 
of the last war’’. 

Equally illuminating are Strauss’s 
observations on the current resurgence 
of neo-Nazi organisations in the Federal 
Republic. Given the speed with which 
he sues anybody who links his name with 
Nazism, we might reasonably expect to 
hear from him stirring denunciations 
of the activities of those with whom he is 
loathe to be associated. Not so. In fact, 
according to an article he wrote for the 
Deutschland Magazine only last month, 
entitled “The So-called Re-emergence of 
the Extreme-Right”, recent manifestations 
of Nazism are all part of a Communist 
plot, organised from East Germany, and 
intended to discredit respectable right- 
wingers like himself. 

Active in this campaign are, he claims, 
the KGB and other Communist secret 
services who are organising “As has been 
unquestionably proved, the daubing of 
swastika graphitti in Jewish cemeteries 
here. The Communist Party and Socialist 
Unity Party (GDR) are training sub- 
versives who them form right-wing mini 
organisations which then set about 
causing obvious public annoyance with 
their stupid neo-Nazi slagans. This is 


followed by a couple of Communist 
witch-hunt leaflets and then by Socialist 
Unity Party official organs taking it over 
and drawing links between these goings- 
on and names like Springer . . . and 
Strauss”’. 

Interestingly this theory was echoed 
in the official paper of the neo-Nazi NPD, 
which in July spoke of “‘provocateurs and 
idiots trying to cause damage to the 
German people”’. 

What both Strauss and the NPD fail to 
mention, is that while it is indeed true 
that a number of leading members of 
Germany’s neo-Nazi movement, men such 
as Hoffman of the Wehrsportegruppe 
Hoffman, and Schonborn of ANE, do hail 
from East Germany, it is also the case 
that their moving to the West was made 
possible by the West German authorities. 
They were in fact serving prison terms in 
the GDR when their release was purchased 
by the Federal Government. 


ITALY 


Nazi terrorist 
captured in 
Costa Rica 


FRANCO Freda, a leading Italian fascist 
who escaped from Italy while on trial a 
year ago for his part in the infamous 
1969 Milan bank bombing, has been 
recaptured in Costa Rica and sent back 
to Italy to serve out a life sentence. 

Freda and other fascists, including a 
former head of the internal security 
section of the Italian secret service, 
were found guilty in Catanzara last year 
of organising a series of explosions in 
1969 as part of a “strategy of tension” 
designed to provoke a Right-wing coup. 
Bombs were set at two banks in Milan, 
and in Rome at the Banca Nazionale del 
Labore, and the Altar of the Fatherland. 
At the end of the day sixteen people lay 
dead in Milan’s busy Banca Nazionale 
dell’ Agricoltura. Over a hundred more 
were injured. 


At first police enquiries centred on 
anarchist suspects, and members of the 
Rome-based 22nd March group were 
charged. One of these, Pino Pinelli, 


subsequently died in suspicious circum- 
stances, “‘falling’’ from the fourth floor of 
the Milan police headquarters. 

During the trial of the arrested anar- 
chists the real fascist culprits were appre- 
hended. Far from releasing the anarchists, 
the State Prosecutor put both groups on 
trial together, and left it to the prosecuting 
counsel to advise the court that the 
anarchists should be qcquitted. 

During the trial, Freda and one of his 
accomplices, Giovanni Ventura, broke 
their house arrest and fled the country. 
Freda was traced to Costa Rica and 
Ventura to Argentina. The Argentine 
authorities have apparently decided not 
to follow the example of the Costa 
Ricans in deporting Ventura, but instead 
have put him on trial for entering the 
country on a false passport. 


USA 


Jewish groups’ 
opposition 
"affirmative action”’ 
angers blacks 


ANTAGONISM between America’s blacks 
and the Jewish community look set to 
take another turn for the worse when a 
third legal attack on ‘Affirmative Action’ 
on behalf of black people comes to court 
in October. 

Relations between the two groups, 
which were badly soured recently in the 
wake of the sacking of Andrew Young 
for meeting a representative of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation, have 
been steadily deteriorating since the now 
famous Bakke case, and later the Weber 
case which both sought to limit affir- 
mative action, and where prominent 
Jewish organisations came out against the 
affirmative action programme. 

The Bakke decision effectively pre- 
vented education institutions from 
operating special-admissions programmes 
for blacks. The Weber decision on the 
other hand, ruled that voluntary pro- 
grammes of positive discrimination 
operated by private employers were 
permissable. Because of the potential 
conflict in principle between these two 
decisions, the forthcoming Fullilove vs. 
Kreps case which challenges Congressional 
requirements that 10% of each grant 
awarded under Federal public works 
programmes goes to minority-group con- 
tractors, is being viewed as a make or 
break case for affirmative action as such. 

The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
Brith has once again stepped into the case 
and has filed a friend-of-the-court brief 
urging that the programme be stopped. 


Two years ago the ADL, with the 
American Jewish Commitee and the 
American Jewish Congress filed briefs 
supporting Alan Bakke in his attempt to 
end positive discrimination in favour of 
blacks in college admissions. When the 
Weber case came to court last year, the 
ADL intervened again with briefs opposing 
affirmative action by a Louisiana steel- 
works in favour of black workers. In this 
case, as in the Fullilove case, the other 
two organisations decided in the end not 
to intervene; but the memory of their 
support for Bakke, and the persistent 
opposition of the ADL to affirmative 
action has created a considerable degree 
of resentment in the black community, 
which views these programmes as measures 
essential to help overcome the handicaps 
imposed upon them first by slavery 
and subsequently by a century of dis- 
crimination and consignment to second- 
class citizenship. 

The Fullilove action is being brought 
by a number of building contractors and 
employers associations in New York, and 
attempts to have the requirements of 
the public works programme declared 
unconstitutional under the Equal- 
Protection guarantees of the Constitution 
and Title V1 of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. Already twelve district courts have 
found that the programme is legal, and 
their decisions have been endorsed in the 
Court of Appeals, which for the first time 
declared a view on affirmative action. 
Now, for the first time the whole issue is 
scheduled for a Supreme Court hearing at 
the end of the month: a hearing that 
may well decide the future of all such 
programmes being sponsored by the 
Federal government.

Bearding the 


Wolves 


ATTEMPTS by Turkish ‘Grey Wolves’ 
to screen their film When Will The Sun 
Shine Again in major German cities faced 
opposition last month from both German 
and Turkish anti-fascists. 

The film, which calls for a pogrom 
against the left was banned by the Turkish 
government following the Grey Wolves 
involvement in the Karamanmarras 
massacre last December. 

Grey Wolves amongst West Germany’s 
large Turkish community tried to screen 
the film in Keil, Hamburg and Neuminster. 
In Keil the local (SPD) authorities were 
only persuaded to withdraw permission 
for the screening after questions in the 
State Parliament and after the local TUC 
threatened to “‘go to the public’’. Similar 
protests in Neuminster prompted the 
manager of the cinema where the film 
was due to be shown to cancel the 
booking. 

In Hamburg however, the screening 
was only discovered hours before the 
event, and an impromptu picket failed 
to get it called off. 

In Turkey itself, city mayors belonging 
to Bulent Ecevit’s Republican People’s 
Party have become the latest targets of 
Grey Wolf assassination squads, two having 
been wounded in attacks at the end of 
September. In Istanbul a Grey Wolf 


militant has been sentenced to death for 
the murder of a state prosecutor investi- 
gating the group’s terrorist activities.

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Eysenck 
resigns 
from 


Mankind 
Quarterly 


DURING the Summer the racist 
magazine Mankind Quarterly lost 
one of its most distinguished 
editors. Hans Eysenck, Professor of 
Psychology at the Institute of 
Psychiatry, resigned from. the 
editorial board. However, it appears 
that his resignation had little to do 
with the racist content of the 
magazine. 


Mankind Quarterly was founded in 
1960 by the Scottish anthropologist, 
Robert Gayre, and has _ consistently 
published articles which are racialist 
in tone and content. There have been 
declarations of support for apartheid, 
fulsome praise for a notorious Ku Klux 
Klan leader, commendations for Racial 
Preservation Society publications and 
so on. A full catalogue of Mankind 
Quarterly’s unpleasant contents, as well 
as the extreme political connections of 
some of its editors, is contained in the 
Searchlight booklet Psychology, Racism 
and Fascism, written by Michael Billig 
(SOp). 

Eysenck has seen fit to associate him- 
self with this magazine since 1974 — 
although, for reasons best known to 
himself, earlier this year he told Guardian 
reporter David Beresford that he had only 
been on Mankind Quarterly’s editorial 
board for ‘about eighteen months’. His 
resignation follows another change: the 
magazine has recently replaced Gayre by 
Roger Pearson as its main editor. 

Pearson has a long history of involve- 
ment with extreme right-wing organi- 
sations. He was one of the founders of 
the Northern League in 1957, which 
fostered links between different European 

' fascist groups. Over the years Pearson has 
retained his international fascist links and 
is currently chairman of WACL, an 
organisation which co-ordinates the 
activities of fascist and anti-Semitic 
groups throughout the world. 

None of this, it appears, has prompted 
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Eysenck’s resignation. Searchlight had 
heard rumours that Eysenck’s official 
letter of resignation pointedly did not 
refer to Mankind’s Quarterly’s racialist 
contents or Pearson’s political history. 

Consequently, we contacted Eysenck 
to ask him the reasons for his resignation. 
He stressed that they were neither 
“personal nor political’. In fact, Eysenck 
told us, he resigned because Richard 
Lynn (Professor of Psychology at the 
University of Coleraine and a long-time 
admirer of the now discredited Cyril 
Burt) was not made editor in place of 
Gayre. According to Eysenck “‘had he 
done, that would have been a good thing 
because Mankind Quarterly would have 
become more psychology and academic 
orientated”’. 

Searchlight understands that Eysenck 
resigned shortly after realising the strength 
of feeling gathering within the British 
Psychological Association about his 
continuing links with Mankind Quarterly. 
What is significant is that Eysenck, 
despite bowing to such pressure and 
thereby avoiding damage to his con- 
siderable reputation, is not criticising his 
former colleagues on Mankind Quarterly. 
Nor has he offered a single word against 
the magazine’s past racist record. He still 
retains formal connections with Nouvelle 
Ecole, Mankind Quarterly’s French equi- 
valent. 

There is an irony to Eysenck’s resig- 
nation. Since Pearson took over, Mankind 
Quarterly has, to all outward appearances, 
become ‘more academic orientated’. The 
racialism is less evident, the format is 
glossier and there are advertisements from 
leading publishers. However if Pearson’s 
past track record is anything to go by, 
one can expect that in time all the old 
features of Mankind Quarterly will | 
restored — all except the public suppo 
of Hans Eysenck.

UDA 


AFTER Plymouth NF leader Derek 
Merry announced that he had become a 
‘commander’ in the Ulster Defence 
Association, it has emerged that a number 
of prominent Front activists in the West- 
country are throwing in their lot with one 


of Ulster’s most blood-drenched para- 
military groups. 

In addition to Merry, who styles 
himself ‘‘Company Commander Ply- 
mouth UDA’, the UDA have recruited 
John Dodds, the Front’s North Devon 
organiser, whose connections with loyalist 
extremists began on Merseyside where he 
was an NF organiser before moving to 
Devon in 1977. Dodds has set up a UDA 
unit in North Devon and between them, 
he and Merry plan to compile lists of 
‘Republican sympathisers’ which will be 
sent to UDA headquarters in Belfast. 
According to Merry, there are four UDA 
companies in the Westcountry; in North 
and West Devon, Plymouth and Exeter. 
Coincidentally, the Front have four 
branches in the county; in North and 
West Devon, Plymouth and Exeter. 

In an interview with the Western 
Morning News, Dodds claimed that his 
members had already been involved in 
military training and were prepared to 
go to Northern Ireland “‘in the event of 
civil war’. 

The reaction of the UDA headquarters 
in Belfast to the news that Front members 
are setting up units on the mainland has 
been varied. One spokesman, obviously 
remembering the UDA’s denunciation of 
the ‘fascist’? National Front some years 
ago, told a local paper that “‘If it is true 
about the National Front connection we 
would not align ourselves with them’’. 
A few days later, however, another UDA 
leader, Sam Duddy, confirmed that a 
battalion had been established in North 
Devon, and that John Dodds was its 
commander. 

Merry and Dodds are currently broad- 
casting their intention of holding a public 
UDA meeting in Plymouth sometime in 
tober.

Colonial Immigrants in a British 
City. Sally Tomlinson and John 


Rex. Routledge & Kegan Paul. 
£10.50. 


Sally Tomlinson and John Rex’s book is 
quite a step forward for analysis of the 
British racial situation. It combines 
survey material collected over four years 
in the Handsworth district of Birmingham 
with elaborate political and theoretical 
analysis of many of the problems which 
constitute the racial structuring of 
British society and economy. The infor- 
mation it contains will be very valuable 
in the face of the forthcoming assault on 
‘inner city’ funding. 

Happily, apart from the wordy appen- 


dices by sociology Professor Rex, the 
academic aspect of the book is tempered 
by its timely concern for practical politics. 

The authors argue that Britain’s black 
settlers have become an ‘underclass’ 
which, existing outside the ‘host society’, 
has qualitatively different experiences of 
employment, housing and education from 
the native working class. Their grim 
conclusion is that this ‘underclass’ in our 
cities will desert the political institutions 
of the white labour movement — to 
which it has remained surprisingly loyal 
— and pursue its own goals with its own 
perspective, owing more to the Third 
World than the city of Joe Chamberlain. 
Though they describe the ways that 
the black experience is shaped by the 
ideologies of Britain’s colonial and 
imperial history, Tomlinson and Rex 
don’t relate it to the imperialism of 
the present day. This is a central weakness. 

The book begins the long-overdue 
exposition of the differences between 
black settler communities, but dis- 
appointingly fails to realise that these 
communities are organised in complex 
ways by gender. Inexcusably there is no 


analysis of the distinct situations of 
black women, their different activity 
rates in the labour market are not con- 
sidered significant. 

There are other frustrating omissions. 
The State is entirely absent as a political 
concept; the authors prefer feeble 
euphemisms like ‘policy makers’ and ‘gate 
keepers’ which only disguise the extent 
to which sections of the state at both 
local and national levels have orchestrated 
attacks on black people. There is scant 
discussion of the role and function of 
policing black Colony areas; recent events 
in Southall have made this a priority. 

The authors seem unclear of their 
attitude to the State’s race agencies like 
the CRE. Their occasional comments 
tend to illuminate rather than analyse the 
dual nature of the bodies as instruments 
of control as well as progress. 

All in all, this is a useful book which 
should be widely discussed. It doesn’t 
contain any answers, but manages to ask 
lots of important questions in an area 
where the problems are barely recognised. 
The sooner it gets into a paperback the 
better.

Dear Sir, 

A statement by the New China News 
Agency is surely not sufficient proof — as it is 
for your correspondent, Anne Reilly — that the 
Shanghai clash in July did not involve racism. 
If China’s leading newspaper, the People’s 
Daily, can admit (as it did in July) that it had 
published many false and misleading reports in 
order to make things seem better than they 
were — and that ‘“‘we must clearly see that 
opposing false reporting is a huge duty still 
facing us’’ -- then, in the absence of any inde- 
pendent corroboration, how can we accept the 
NCNA’s version of events? 

Equally uncritically, Anne Reilly accepts 
the official Chinese version of how Vietnam 
has treated its ethnic Chinese (Hoa). She no 
doubt feels she’s on firm ground here, with 
nearly every Western news outlet pushing the 
same line — and with the Vietnamese case 
barely surfacing. She should take more care, 
however, especially when people like Wilfred 
Burchett disagree. 

This veteran Australian journalist stands 
with others such as Edgar Snow as one of the 
longest-standing defenders of the Chinese 
revolution. He was a confidante and friend of 
the late Premier Zhou Enlai whom he first 
met in World War II days in Chungking — and 
through whom he gained access to the highest 
circles of the Chinese revolutionary leadership. 

Burchett has branded as ‘“‘false’? Peking’s 
claim — used in part-justification of its hostility 
to Vietnam and its February invasion — that 
the Hoa were suffering ‘“‘persecution”. Only 
after the invasion, says Burchett, did Peking’s 
claim have a basis in fact, and this not sur- 
prisingly — with the Vietnamese authorities, 
fearing a repeat of the highly effective ‘fifth 
column’ activity of many Hoa in February, 


forcing northern Hoa to move away from areas 
likely to be the target of a possible second 
Chinese invasion. 

(As regards the southern Hoa: Peking’s 
allegation of Hoa ‘persecution’ followed on 
Vietnam’s nationalisation, in early 1978, of 
the southern distribution system -— a move 
which particulary affected the southern Hoa, 
who had controlled that system and who have 
comprised the great bulk of the ‘boat people’. 
This nationalisation was not a_ specifically 
anti-Hoa move, but a socialist one which 
affected many Viet traders too). 

Anne Reilly obviously regards the recent 
statements of the former Vice-Chairman of 
the Vietnamese National Assembly — who 
defected to China in August — as final proof 
of Peking’s claim. But should we take seriously 
a man who says the Hoa are being treated “‘even 
more heartlessly than were the Jews by Hitler?”’ 
Mass executions? Gas ovens? Crematoria? 
Nonsense. 

Anne Reilly must still be viewing the 
February invasion, its nature and motivation, 
through official Chinese eyes. If even only half 
of what Hanoi is telling us of the nature of that 
invasion is true — and over the last 15 years I’ve 
found that Hanoi’s claims over, for example, 
enemy war crimes have generally, sooner or 
later, received independent verification — then 
she is in for a rude shock. And uncritical 
support of China must surely begin to wither 
when a staunch, 30-year-long, defender of its 
revolution fully espouses — as Burchett has — 
the Vietnamese claim that China’s principal 
motive in attacking Vietnam was because that 
country represented the principal obstacle to 
China’s expansionist aims in South East Asia. 

Finally, Anne Reilly’s criticism of your title 
‘Vietnamese stab trade unionists in Sydney’ 
was surely unmerited. Reference to the fact 
that the right-wing extremist thugs who did 
the stabbing were Vietnamese could not be 
omitted from the title if it was to be informative.

Dear Friends, 

I am very disturbed by the tone set in the 
article headed “Shanghai Riots” on page 2 
of the latest issue of Searchlight (No.50). 
You seem to have been very eager to apply 
the terms ‘racial conflict’ and ‘racism’, even 
though you acknowledge that at the time you 
wrote the report there had been no official 
comment or statement from the Chinese 
authorities. It seems perfectly reasonable and 
correct that the Chinese authorities should 
make a careful investigation of all the facts. 
They could easily have rushed out a purely 
propaganda statement, but they rightly refrained 
from this. 

In fact it was about 3 weeks after the 
incidents that a full statement of what had 
happened was released. If you are interested, 
you will find the report in XINHUA News 
Agency weekly bulletin dated Thursday, 
2nd August — or in Peking Review No.31 
(3/8/79). 

There are many aspects to a true spirit of 
internationalism, and in the context of foreign 
students thete must be a reciprocal consideration 
— the host authorities respecting the special 
difficulties of the foreign students, and equally 
the foreign students respecting the normally 
accepted codes of conduct of their hosts. 
(I write in the context of socialist co-operation, 
which is that applying in China.) There are no 
doubt many occasions which arise causing 
problems, and no doubt the overwhelming 
majority are sorted out in a friendly manner. 

The Shanghai authorities said the event was 
“unpleasant and regrettable’, and it is clear 
that all efforts have been made to prevent 
future incidents of this kind. 

I cannot see any justification for your 
capitalist press style insinuations of ‘racism’ 
and ‘racial conflict’. 

I may add that I have visited China and have 
experienced the true spirit of friendly inter- 
nationalism in the Chinese universities.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 





DOWN TO ONE PER CENT 


In a recent council by-election in Leeds, 
one per cent of the ward voted for the 
NF. The Tories kept the seat with a large 
majority and the Ecology Party got five 
times as many votes as the Front. 


“V’LL GET REVENGE” — NF 
CANDIDATE 


Swindon NF leader and candidate in the 
local election, Barbara Packer, has been 
sent to Crown Court to answer a case for 
threatening behaviour. So determined was 
she to wreak vengeance on whoever broke 
her windows that she wrote a letter 
to a woman in the SWP, Pearl Naylor, 
promising her ‘a night of broken windows’ 
if she didn’t tell her who was annoying 
her and disrupting her election campaign. 
“They tangled with the wrong person 
when they tangled with me. I'll get 
revenge — no matter how long it takes. 
I never forgive — or forget. I’m well 
known for it’, Ms. Packer is alleged to 
have said. And the would-be councillor 
vowed revenge on her enemy’s children 
or grandchildren if it took her years 
to find out who it was. When police 
questioned her about the threatening 
letter she sent Ms. Naylor, she said, “I’m 
glad the rotten bitch was worried. But it 
wasn’t a threat. It was a warning of what 
was possible”’. 


PROMINENT MEMBER QUITS 
FRONT 


Another double-barrelled ex-serviceman 
has left the National Front. Wing Com- 
mander Peter Lewis-Wittam, who lives in 
Bristol, voted for the Tories in the last 
election, though he was previously a 
prominent member of his own party. 
His reasons for getting out of the Front 
are that their policies are being badly- 
handled, election candidates were put up 
with no financial backing and that their 
marches and demonstrations had cut 
membership, brought trouble with police 
and provided propaganda for the anti- 
Nazi League. 


IWA BIG PAYOUT FOR FINES 

_ The Indian Workers’ Association has 
shared out £1,400 collected by members 
among those arrested during the anti- 
NF demonstration in West Bromwich 
last April. Most of the arrests took place 
when NF stewards tried to throw anti- 
fascists out of the school hall during their 
meeting. Excessively large fines have 
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been imposed, totalling thousands of 
pounds. The IWA will continue to collect 
money till they have all been paid. 
National President Avtar Jouhl said, 
“We believe these people are innocent 
although they have been through the 
courts’’. 


FASCISTS IN ANTI-UNION 
DEMONSTRATION 

Local fascists are (surprise, surprise) in- 
volved in anti-union and ‘We want to work’ 
actions in Birmingham. At least eleven 
known NF and BM members were 
recognised among a group that dis- 
rupted an AUEW strike meeting in 
early September and which followed 
strikers on a demonstration round the 
town shouting abuse. Others in the group 
include part-time workers who would 
seem to be unaware who their friends are. 


YOUNG CONSERVATIVES CHAIRMAN 
SLAMS POWELL MEETING 


Guest speaker at the Banstead branch of 
Reigate Young Conservatives recently was 
Enoch Powell. Greeted by about 30 
fascist admirers from BM and NF, Powell 
went on to deliver a speech on nationality, 
advocating a new law whereby immigrants 
who remained citizens of Commonwealth 
countries would be classified as ‘non- 
British’. 

YC national chairperson, Bob Hughes, 
said that it was astonishing that the 
Banstead YCs should offer a platform 
to a man they knew would use it to 
deliver a racist message. He said, “At a 
stroke they destroyed the results of work 
with immigrants that some of us have 
been doing for years. It was done by a 
constituency that’s never seen a coloured 
person and probably never will do”. 


FRONT’S PHONEY APPLICATIONS 


During the last few months you may have 
noticed news of the Front’s applications 
to use council property for their annual 
conference this October in a dozen 
different places. After they were finally 
banned in Yarmouth in May, they have 
also applied and been turned down in 
Leamington Spa, Nottingham, Swansea, 
Folkestone and Ludlow, and several other 
places. 

This seems like nothing other than a 
propaganda exercise to get local publicity 
rather than a desperate attempt to find 
accommodation for their conference. 
It is also of course a diversion, since it is 


known that the Front have in fact: hired 
premises for their national conference. 


2 EX-FRONT MEN CHARGED 


Two former NF members in Chelmsford 
were jailed after admitting sexual offences 
involving a 13 year old boy. Colin London 
was given a sentence for indecent assault, 


indecency with a child and attempting to 


commit a serious sexual offence with the 
boy. The other, Harold Nash, admitted 
indecent assault and two charges of 
handling stolen goods. Their respective 
sentences of three years and eighteen 
months were later changed to two years 
and twelve months, because the judge 
thought they had been too harsh. 


NAZIS SURFACE IN SCOTLAND 


A sleepy seaside town in South West 
Scotland is the last place you’d expect to 
find the National Front crawling out of 
the woodwork. 

But all of a sudden Girvan, in South 
Ayrshire, was swamped with Nazi posters, 
stickers and leaflets. And what was even 
more surprising, out of nothing, there 
appeared about 15 active Fronters ready 
and willing to peddle their racist poison. 

The saddest feature of this is many 
teenagers are being influenced by only a 
handful of adults. 

The Front had been hard at work and 
two-thirds of the town’s housing estates 
had been leafletted. Their posters however 
didn’t stay long as council workers were 
soon to remove them. 

Local anti-racists followed hard on the 
heels of this and the local constituency 
Labour party called a public meeting to 
counter the Nazi propaganda. 

But among the 100 or so who turned 
up for the meeting were no less than 
30 Fronters who proceeded to abuse 
and heckle the speakers. One of their 
number floated around the hall taking 
photographs of the anti-racists who 
spoke against the Front. 

The local Nazis were aided and abetted 
by a contingent from Glasgow and their 
Fiihrer Skinner — who will be well-known 
to anti-racists in London — dictated 
the assembled Nazis to heckle at his 
command. 

A young girl who was with the Front 
gave a pointer to the reasons why teen- 


agers like herself are attracted to such an’ 


organisation. She said the Labour and 
Tory parties had failed her generation by 
not providing employment for them and 


there was nothing else to do but join 
the Front. 

But one can’t help wondering why the 
Front should be active in such a place as 
Girvan. Many anti-racists believe the 
Front plan to use Girvan as a launching 
pad for the rest of Scotland. 

This belief is strengthened by the fact 
that Martin Webster phoned a reporter 
on the Ayr Advertiser — a small weekly 
newspaper in Ayrshire — telling them the 
next time they run a story on the Front a 


quote from an NF spokeman should be 
sought. 

There is no great amount of immigrants 
in Ayrshire but what does interest the 
Front is the vast amount of unemployed 
and disillusioned youngsters. The Front 
made no great headway in cities like 
Glasgow and Edinburgh due to there 
being a certain amount of political 
activities and ready-made opposition to 
the Nazis on tap.

Head-banging for Hitler 





IN THE last few months there have been 
many more reports in the music press and 
elsewhere of gigs disrupted by fascist 
violence — like the last Sham 69 concert 
in the Rainbow in July, Angelic Upstarts 
gigs in Wolverhampton and London, the 
Persons Unknown benefit in Conway Hall 
and many others this summer. Gangs of 
NF and BM can be expected to turn up 
whenever certain bands play and it is no 
longer feasible for benefit organisers to 
admit everyone who wants to come in. 

A member of Rock Against Racism in 
London said about the situation there: 
“We believe it’s a hard core of BM and 
NF people who have been seen on various 
occasions — not only at gigs — like on 
the attack on the Irish demonstration, 
Sham’s last gig at the Rainbow and Stiff 
Little Fingers at Brockwell Park. They 
tend to mix with the youth that’s there — 
particularly the skinhead youth who they 
try to associate with. They’ve indulged in 
various things, from leafletting openly, 
wearing badges, recruiting and intimi- 
dating people, to just mixing in, closing 
the gigs down, hoping to get a shout 
through the microphone on stage”’. 

As a result, RAR is circulating a 
petition throughout the music business 
world asking venue owners to consider 
the following precautions: refusing entry 
to wearers of NF or BM badges; ban- 
ning distribution of racist, anti-Semitic 
and fascist literature on their premises; 
banning recruitment to or collections 
for NF or BM; refusing all bookings 
from the NF, Rock Against Com- 
munism or the BM; banning all bands 
who encourage fascist support, incite 
racist or anti-Semitic violence or openly 
declare their support for NF and BM; 
banning members of the public who 
intimidate audiences with fascist saluting 
and chanting or who provoke fascist 
violence among audiences. 

Rock Against Communism, the NF’s 
attempts to make fascism seem like 


fun (see Searchlight No.44) had its first 
event in Conway Hall, London, on 
August 18th. A journalist from Sounds 
music paper described what she saw 
inside. 


“There were about 150 youths — I say 
youths specifically because there were 
only about five women, including a 
couple of skins and a punkette in a 
Ramones T-shirt. 

“The lads were mostly skins with 
steel toe-caps and braces fresh from 
seeing Chelsea draw 0-0 or burly- 
looking characters in NF T-shirts like 
mercenaries gone AWOL.” 


She then got into conversation with 
Tony Williams, organiser of Ipswich NF 
branch, who told her, “The first time 
British men have ever been able to get 
together and enjoy themselves like this!

It’s different from anything I’ve ever 
seen!” He explained that women were 
frightened of coming out politically 
because of social pressure to be feminine. 
“We do have some nice girls in the NF, 
but not enough’’, he said. “I mean, look 
at that one (pointing to a skinhead girl), 
Isn’t that the ugliest thing you’ve ever 
seen?” 

Outside there was an RAR picket and 
demonstration, led by a band on a lorry, 
and accompanied by large numbers of 
police.
